Review of Elementary Subjects 


Elementary subjects offered for review and the 
quired are as follows:

1. Existing service and garrison service regulations, thorough knowledge. 

2. Existing regulations on unit formations and military courtesy, thorough 
knowledge. It is necessary to have the ability to serve as a battalion comman- 
der in the formations of closed exercises and parades. 


3. Technique of firing and the tactical use of firearms that constitute 
an organic part of the infantry battalion equipment; complete knowledge. 

k. Cartographic symbols; adequate knowledge. Training is given in map 
reading and orientation, use of the compass, map drawing, including use of 
acetate. Some experience is given in road, bridge, and field reconnaissance,. 

5* Tactical combat technique of infantry battalion units as detailed in 
regulations which have been issued to date; adequate knowledge. 


6. Regulations on military discipline; thorough knowledge. Civil, mill- 
tary, and criminal lav, the laws of war and the regulations governing the SOB 
(State of War and Siege); general knowledge. 


7* Conduct of military administration; appropriate understanding. Ad- 
ministrative work at battalion and company level, adequate knowledge There 
must be an understanding of the liability of state officials for errors they 
may make to the detriment of the nation. 


Military Science Subjects Offered 

Subjects offered in military science and the degree of proficiency re- 
quired are as follows: 

^ * Principles oi tactical combat, and functions and possible uses of 
weapons, especially as applied to conditions within Indonesia; adequate 
knowledge. Cooperative activities of the various arms and services of an. in- 
fantry battalion; adequate knowledge. Instruction is given in investigation 
and security. 

2. Organization from thf division level up, and the structure of the 
component units of the division; adequate knowledge. 

3- Duties of staff officers, cooperation within the staff, technique 
of command and message service, .and general methods of handling service and 
routine staff and officer correspondence; adequate knowledge. 

b. Organization and service of military supply; general knowledge. 

Rights and obligations of the battalion commander regarding battalion supply, 
especially with respect to guarding, storing, and preserving supplies; thorough 
knowledge 

5- Message eenaing; adequate knowledge, Instruction is given regarding 
the duties, organization, and operation of the communications service. 

6. Ballistics, emphasizing explosives and their handling, and the con- 
struction of weapons and munitions; general knowledge. 
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7. Construction of fortifications, camouflage, concealment, dummy struc- 
tures, bridge construction, repair and improvement of roads and bridges, and 
technique of placement and destructive possibilities of mineB and booby traps; ! 
general knowledge. 

Q. Endemic diseases of Indonesia; an understanding. Military hygiene; 
thorough knowledge. 

9. Instruction is given on morale and factors which influence morale. 

The principles of discipline and military leadership are given. 

10. Principles of automobile mechanics; general knowledge. 

11* Instruction is given in military geography. 

C . Demonstrations in Leadership Theory 

Tactical theory is demonstrated with sand-box models, by use of maps, 
and by field training. During the second and third training periods, instruc- 
tion is given in command of a platoon and a company, and, during the fourth 
training period, instruction is given in the command of a battalion, including 
the cooperative activities of component units of the battalion. 

D. Practice in leadership 

With the aid of a training battalion, practical application is made of 
that which. has been learned. 

E. Physical Training 

Physical training is given in gymnastics, field sports, and self-defense, 
the latter practiced without weapons . The sports to be offered are designated 
in agreement with t.he sports officer. Skill in negotiating terrain is es- 
pecially emphasized. 

F- General Instruction 

Instruction is given in the forms of government in general and in the pol- 
icies of the Indonesian government in particular. The culture and social 
anthropology of Indonesia is studied. Instruction is given in political science 
sociology, economics, and English, with emphasis on both technical and mili- 
tary terms . 

G . Intellectual Development 

Training is given in ideology of the state and the army, and the history 
of the Indonesian national culture. In addition, spiritual exercises are given. 

III. STUDENTS 

A. Requirements 

Students of SSKM) are appointed by an order issued by the Chief of Staff 
of the Land Forces after having been nominated by the directors, commandants, 
and chiefs of the Arms, Services, and Departments of the Land Forces. The num- 
ber of students selected each year is fixed by the Chief of Staff of the Land 
Forces according to the needs of the Land Forces. The requirements for nomina- 
tion as a student are as follows: 
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1. Rank not lower than first lieutenant. 

2. At least 5 years service as an officer. 

3. Service as commander of a unit (section, company, or battalion).
